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The road to peace 

Somebody, somewhere, has shifted the search for a Mid- 
dle East peace agreement into high gear. There is an extra- 
ordinary amount of activity taking place these days, and 
even more talk about peace, ending the state of war, non- 
belligerency agreements between the Arabs and Israel, the 
Geneva conference, and anything else related to the Arab- 
Israeii conflict. 

It is pertinent, in this atmosphere, to sit back and take 
a more sweeping view of where we are on the road to peace, 
and what we can realistically expect to happen next. 

If history is a good guide, we still have a few years to go 
before another Arab-Israeli war erupts. Also according to 
history, the seeds of war are still present in the Middle East. 
These are the continued Israeli occupation of Arab lands and 
the f ragm entation of the Palestinian national entity. 

All the talk about peace and war springs from one cen- 
tral conflict — that between the Zionist settlers and citizens 
In Palestine, and the native Arab Palestinians who have never 
been allowed to translate their nationalistic prerogatives into 
political fact. If there is to be peace, this central dilemma will 
have to be solved. 

If the Geneva conference is to he reconvened, what will 
it do? If the conference will be a gathering of Middle East 
states designed to discuss border adjustments and transit 
facilities through the Suez Canal, it 'mil be a conference doom- 
ed -to failure by the substance of its silly agenda. It is also 
noteworthy to keep In mind that Syria and Jordan have both 
said they are not going to the conference, which raises the 
possibility of a Geneva meeting attended by Israel and Egypt, 
which is a game whose zenith has been reached, sealed and 
forgotten. 

One must keep in mind during all this talk nowadays 
about peace that any meeting, whether at Geneva or else- 
where, that aims to solve the Middle East conflict must have 
as its primary aim a fundamental and basic redrawing of the 
Middle East map, and not a legitim isation of the present map. 

If any of the Arabs states or the PLO go to Geneva, they 
will view their presence there as an Israeli willingness to dis- 
cuss new realities in the Middle East. These must include 
significant movement towards tangible manifestations of Pa- 
lestinian national rights, and, simultaneously, a final, firm idea 
from the (Israelis about what they seek in the Middle East 
and what they will accept as their cherished national- home 
in Palestine. Now the Israelis are talking about arms manu- 
facturing deals and settlements on occupied Arab lands. This 
is not the road to peace, but rather the confirmation of more 
war.

“King Hussein’s meeting wi- 
th Government, opposition and 
parliamentary leaders of Aus- 
tralia was a unique opportunity 
for him to present the Arab 
case to a country which had 
never before been visited by 
any Arab leader,” A1 Ra’i noted 
in its editorial Thursday. 

The King, who was acting as 
an ‘ambassador’ for his nation, 
has concentrated on two main 
points, on the basis of which 
peace should prevail in this part 
of the world. First, the return 
of Arab territories occupied 
since 1967, including the Arab 
part of Jerusalem, and the re- 
cognition of the legitimate ri- 
ghts of the people of Palestine. 

Second, peace could not be 
actieved unless Israel under- 
stands that military solutions 
would not last long, and that 
bargaining over the occupied 
land in an attempt to embezzle 
a dictated peace would be an 
open invitation to other wars 
in the future. 

Commenting on King Husse- 
in’s statements to the Lebanese 
daily Sada Lubnan (Echo of 
Lebanon), A1 Dustour noted 
that the King gave prominence 
to the principal pillars of Jor- 
dan’s line of policy, as repre- 
sented in the Jordanian-Syrian 
march towards unity, of encou- 
raging amity among the Leb- 
anese people and supporting 
the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nization’s participation in the 
Geneva peace conference. 

AI Dustour continued, “all 
prospects of the foreseeable 
future indicate that Israel will 
presist in its intransigence and 
stubbomess. . . even the Israeli 
leaders do not hide this fact. 


when only the other day they 
reaffirmed, in their usual brag- 
gart tone, that Israel would not 
abandon the Golan even with- 
in a comprehensive settlem- 
ent... . 

Like A1 Dustour, AI Shaab’s 
editorial took up King Husse- 
in’s assertion to the Lebanese 
newspaper on the futility of the 
Geneva conference without the 
participation of the Palestin- 
ians. • 

“We noticed,” it said, “that 
attempts to ‘freeze’ or ‘bury’ 
the conference would only me- 
an relegating the Soviet Union 
and preventing it from taking 
part in the formulation of a 
solution, with the international 
guarantees involved. Therefore, 
failure to convene Geneva in 
its appropriate formation is 
tantamount to reversion to the 
state of no war, no peace, wh- 
ich was the cause of the 1973 
war,” AI Shaab said.

ll ar of Beirut bemoanes the

Vioient Basque demonstration in Spain 


Death verdicts strain 
Algerian-French ties 


PAMPLONA, Northern Spa- 
in, March, 4, (AFP). — Riot 
police cracked down today on 
demonstrators in three major 
Basque cities including Vitoria, 
scene yesterday of violent riots 
in which three people were 
killed. - 

Tension ran highest in the 
Navarre capital here, where 
all shops and bars closed as 
police used tear gas to disperse 
roaming bands of protestors. 
Several municipal buses were 
overturned and police fired in 
the air. 

Vitoria, 100 kms west, went 
into mourning as a third vic- 
tim of clashes with police yes- 
terday died in hospital. 

Almost the entire workforce 
went on strike yesterday to 
push for higher wages in the 
two huge companies which do- 
minate the city's economy and 
to protest the inefficacy of the 
official trade unions. 

Some of the 40 injured in- 
cluded a police inspector ex- 
pected to lose his sight because 
of a Molotov cocktail explo- 
sion. 

In Bilbao, the biggest Bas- 
que city and Spam's major in- 
dustrial centre, hundreds of 
students demonstrated while se- 
veral factories closed. Police 
moved in to prevent ship-buil- 
ding workers trying to persua- 
de others to strike. 

The authorities in Vitoria, 
where a 17-year-old student 
and two workers were due to 
be buried today, warned that 
they would enter churches if 
the emergency justified it. 

The man who died today was 
shot near the church of St. Fr- 
ancis of Assisi, where security 
forces yesterday confronted 


about 5,000 demonstrators. The 
authorities issued a communi- 
que saying the police were 
forced to use firearms to free 
themselves from hostile crow- 
ds using broken church wind- 
ows and statues as missiles. 

Meanwhile, in Madrid today, 
it was learned that 32 workers 
had been arrested last night by 
the state security forces. They 
included the secretary of the 
workers’ representatives in the 
Alcala De Hen ares Medical Su- 
pplies factory. 

The workers are striking th- 
ere for better wages. 

Political circles here believe 
the Vitoria deaths will have a 
strong influence on the coun- 
try’s social climate in the weeks 
to come, with the disorders sup- 
plying fresh ammunition for the 
opponents of government libe- 
ralisation.
